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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to the following: 

16. (previously presented) A method for fabricating a multiple electrode device com- 
prising at least one pair of electrodes that form at least one junction and at least one connector 
species connecting said pair of electrodes in said junction, said junction having a functional 
dimension in nanometers or micrometers, wherein said at least one connector species com- 
prises said bistable molecule provided with at least one photosensitive functional group for pat- 
terning said connector species, said method comprising: 

(a) forming a first set of said electrodes on a substrate; 

(b) depositing a film of said bistable molecule(s) including said at least one pho- 
tosensitive group; 

(c) exposing portions of said bistable molecular film to desired radiation to 
thereby cause at least one of photochemical decomposition or photochemical transformation of 
said at least one photosensitive functional group; and 

(d) removing unwanted portions of said bistable molecular film to provide a 
photopatterned film. 

None of the prior art references of record disclose the claimed method wherein the 
fabrication of a multiple electrode device is made by photolithographically processing a film 
comprising a bistable molecule wherein the film is coated exposed, and removed. 

Claims 27-30 are drawn to non-elected species and have been rejoined and under 
Markush practice and are not disclosed or rendered obvious over the prior art of record. 

The newly cited references on the PTO-892 were previously cited in the parent case 
10/001756 and are made of record here for a complete file wrapper. 

Accordingly, claims 16- 30 are seen as allowable and passed to issue.
